SCHOOLS. 


CITY COMMISSIONERS’ 
WORK. 
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Since their appointment six years ago the 
Dublin City Commissioners gave particular 
attention to the sabject of technical educa- 
tion in the city. : 

When they took up office the number of 
evening students enrolled in the ‘technical 
schools was 4,781. In 1929-30 this number 
had increased to 7,116, 

In 1924 the number of day apprentice 
students totalled 88, and at the present 
period the number is 178. 

Many new courses and much equipment 


have been introduced in the different tech- | 


nical schools in the city, and one of the 
latest developments in this respect has been 
the introduction in the Belton street Schools 
of a fully equipped cinema apparatus in con- 
nection with . which demonstrations and 


tuitions are given in the making of films, A. 


class in aeroplane engineering was ‘also 
formed last year, which 
interest amongst pupils.in view of the in- 
creasing interest in aeronautics in Ireland, 

In consequence of the increase in the ntm- 
ber of classes and students it was. found 
necessary this year to provide further class- 
room accommedation at the Bolton street 
Institute. The first of these new extensions 
has just, been completed at a cost approxi- 
mately of £15,000, and the work of a further 
frontal extension bas just started, the esti- 
mated cost of which is £7,500. 

THE CITY LIGHTING. 

Another notable improvement for whihc the 
Commissioners have been responsible is the 
development of the city’s public lighting. 

In 1924 the number oí: public lamps— 
electric arc and incandescent and gas— 
in Dublin city area was 5,272. In 1930 the 
number had increased to 6,526. The total 
cost of public lighting in 1924 amounted to 
£69.589. In 1930 the cost was £49,784. 

During the period 1924-1930 many improve- 
ments were made in public lighting, par 
ticularly with a view to achieving the neces- 
saiy increased street illumination required 
by modern traffic conditions. All the burners 
in the gas lamps were changed from single 
universal inverted to twin superheater, giving 
increased tilumination at a somewhat 
lower consumption of gas. The standard of 
the incandescent electric lamps was raised 
from 75 watt to 100 watt for ordinary street 
lighting. On trunk roads, main motor ‘bus 
routes and streets where motor traffic is very 
constant, the standard was raised to 300 watt 
and 500 watt, as the case required. For 
these higher wattages specially designed 
lanterns with refractors were installed, which 
give the maximum illumination on the road 
and footways. In some cases bracket arms 
were attached to the tramway poles so as to 
avoid the erection of too many standards on 
the footway. 

TRAFFIC CONTROL BY LIGHTING. 

The question of traffic control by lighting 
received consideration, but for the present it 
was decided to erect three traftic posts with 
lanterns, and leave the question of automatic 
control for a later date. 

The arc lighting on the principal streets 
was improved by the use of the Dia lamp, a 
most up-to-date pattern, giving increased 
illumination and having a much longer period 
of trim. This latter advantage has the effect 
of decreasing the maintenance cost, as a less 
number of trimmers can deal with the lamps.

THE DECK” AT THE 
CAPITOL THEATRE. 


The nautical musical comedy “ Hit the 
Deck’’ was a very big success when pre- 
sented in London, and those who saw the 
production in Dublin also have pleasant 
recollections of a bright and typically breezy 
show. The comedy now forms the subject 
of an all-sound film production at the 
Capito] Theatre this week, and it was given a 
very good reception by the big attendance in 
the theatre last night. It is.on the whole a 
faithful reproduction of the original, but, as 
happens when these stage pieces are con- 
verted to the realm of the screen, there are 
departures, in the matter of outdoor scenes 
and movement.

The visitor to Belfast, who is not to be 
satisfied by the superficial impressions of 
the mere tourist, would be well advised to 
take a turn on a Friday morning through 
the St. George’s and the Fish and Vege- 
table Markets. There he will find not only 
a roaring trade to witness to the business 
capacity of the Northerner, but a various 
‘number of purchasers and a keen spirit 
of bargaining. There the mistress of the 
big household will rub shoulders with the 
keen middle-class housewife, and rich furs 
jostle with the shawl. Young women, 
barely out of their teens, are learning the 
technique of house-keeping from mothers 
and from grandmothers, and dour-looking 
men are scattered here and there looking 
for themselves after the disposal of the 
weekly budget. It is amusing to watch the 
crones digging with a half-crown into a 
lump of butter to test its flavour, hard- 
headed boarding-house keepers beating 
down prices amid the ricochetting 
exchange of badinage, and touring visitors 
from Glasgow, determined that no Belfast 
lodging-house shall eat up their bawbees, 
bartering for their commodities in a Doric 
that leaves even the Belfast accent thin. 
Is there something about fish that makes 
for imaginative utterance? I have seldom 
heard the match for the lyrical praise 
indulged in by the fishmongers over the 
herrings of Ardglass.. At any rate, in the 
clutter of bag-laden humanity, case-laden 
lorries, porters, horses, and urchins, one 
gets very near to the life-roots of the city. 


Beautiful Begonias. 


Those who do not visit the Botanic 
Gardens at present are missing a treat. 
The show of double tuberous begonias is 
very fine this year, and the person who 
visualises the begonia as a waxy red 
flower will marvel at the extraordinary 
range of colours exhibited in the _hot- 
houses. Begonias at the Botanic Gardens 
thrive under ideal conditions, and many 
of the blooms are of exceptional size.

ew people seem to realise that the 
Botanic Gardens are State property, and 
that every citizen has a sort of proprietary 
interest in the exhibits. Unforunately, 
the Gardens are situated in a rather out- 
of-the-way place, and there are many 
thousands of Dublin folk, especially 
those who live on the south side of. the 
city, who have never set foot inside the 
gates. A man who has lived for twenty 
vears within half a mile of the Gardens 
told me recently that he had never visited 
them. It is distressing to think that 
people who can ill afford to do so will 
flock to entertainments for which they 
pay dearly, while a ‘ free show,” in the 
shape of the Botanic Gardens, is virtually 
neglected. A little advertising on the 
part of the State would certainly help to 
make the attributes of the Botanic 
Gardens better known, 
would he well spent. I would suggest 
also that a large, non-competitive exhibit 
from the Gardens might, with advantage, 
he staged at the Horse Show and the 
Spring Show, while smaller exhibits 
would provide a gource of instructive 
interest at local flower shows. 


The Ever-Opening Door. 


That there are advaritages in occupying 
an upstair flat is the verdict of a friend 
of mine, who has recently migrated from 
such.to a house of his own. The history 
of his first fortnight in residence was the 
history of the ever-opening door.

After hours and on 
Sundays the camp-followers arrived in 
song and with story, and one gentleman 
who wanted a house like it. My friend and 
his wife at last began to display a certain 
liveliness at the door front, but when the 
latter had dismissed with acerbity a quite 
harmless friend of her husband, who had 
thought to drop in, it was judged time to 
beat a retreat, and the couple are now 
resting in the country in the hope that 
callers will succumb to the war of 
attrition of a never-opening door.

— You 
remember the lines from the Greek 
Anthology: ‘Pheidon nor dosed nor 
touched me, but, being ill of a fever, I re- 
membered his name, and died.’ Take my 
advice, and prescribe for your enemies in 
future.’’

An incident that recently occurred to 
me has some significance in the light of 
the present competition between British 
and foreign goods. A travelling sales- 
man called at my house, offoring for sale 
au tooth paste. In order to advertise the 
ware, for the cost of the paste a tooth 
brush was added gratis. After the usual 
display of hesitance to purchase such 
commodities in this manner, I succumbed 
to the statement that the traveller was 
finding his.occupation not too easy, and 
that he was an ex-Service man.

It seemed to me to be something of an 
impertinence to combine the appeal to 
sentiment in the salesman, and lo 
patriotism in the underlining of the home 
provenance, with the otherwise quite in- 
telligible commercialism of the foreign

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

From Monday, the lst of September next, 

all beef and veal, mutton and lamb, fresa 
pork, ahd the offals of cattle, sheep and 
pigs exported from the Irish Free State will 
be guaranteed sound and in good condition 
by means of a Government stamp indicating 
that the meat has been passed by a vetert- 
nary inspector of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
This stamp will also bear within the circle 
an indication of the registered premises at 
which the meat has been dressed, so that in 
case of complaint the Department can trace 
the meat to its source. f this stamp comes 
to be recognised at Smithfield as a guarantee 
of merit, it will prove of enormous advantage 
to the trade. 

The Government stamp will be used in 
connection with the Agricultural Produce 
(Fresh Meat) Act, 1930, which comes. into 
operation on the Ist September, and will be 
applied to beef, veal, mutton, lamb and 
pork, as well as the offals of cattle, sheep 
and pigs. ‘This is as far as the regulations 
go at present. 

It is within the power of the Minister for 
Agriculture to a the Act to horse flesh, 
or goat flesh, but as there is little or no 
trade in these, it is not intended to apply 
it, at all events at present. It may also 
be extended to dead rabbits and dead 
poultry, but only to the limited extent of 
ensuring that they shall be properly dressed 
and packed for market. 


IMPROVING THE DEMAND. 

The whole object of the Fresh Meat Act 
is to improve the demand for the produce of 
this country by giving the British consumer 
a guarantee of pure, wholesome food. lí 
the consumers’ health improves in con- 
sequence, so much the better for the trade. 

The Act does not apply to bacon. 

Under the Act, all premises used in con- 
nection with meat for export must be 
registered. Otherwise export will not be 
| allowed. 

To carry out its provisions, there must be 
a veterinary examiner in every factory to 
conduct ante-mortem and _ post-mortem 
examination of the animals. For this pur- 
pose the Department of Agriculture must 
appoint twenty-four whole-time veterinary 
surgeons and sixteen part-time veterinary 
surgeons. 


PROTECTING HOME CONSUMERS. 

While thus ensuring the soundness of meat 
for export, the Department are anxious that 
meat declared unfit for export because of 
disease shall not be passed on to the home 
consumer. Special arrangements have been 
made with the County Borough Councils of 
Dublin, Cork and Limerick, by which those 
bcdies will appoint veterinary ‘surgeons and 
lend them to the Department of Agriculture 
under this Act, a special contribution for 
the purpose being provided by the Depart- 
ment. There will be three such officers in 
Dublin, six in Cork, and seven in Limerick. 
The value of this arrangement lies in the 
fact that these veterinary surgeons can act 
in the dual capacitv of veterinary examiner 
under the Fresh Meat Act and as Public 
Health official. If disease is found in anv 
meat he can at once condemn it. It is 
hoped that this arrangement may be ex- 
tended to smaller centres later. 

Outside the cities named. the appointments 
are made by the Department of Agriculture. 
and there is a provision under the Act by 
which, if they come across diseased meat. 
they will treat it with something which will 
prevent its being used for human consump- 
tion.

oe impe of the Cork Corporation 

will consider on Wednesday ‘next a 
letter from the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, in reply to a 
request by the Corporation for increased 
powers. The reply, speaking generally, is 
a polite refusal of this request, and some 
criticism of the attitude of the Minister 
may be expected from the members of the 
City Council. The resolutions sa by 
the Corporation on the 8th April, 1930, 
may be summarised as follows:—(1) Ask- 
ing power to direct or prohibit any sale or 
lease of any freehold or leasehold property 
of the Corporation; (2) power to decide 
whether any specified houses built by the 
Corporation pursuant to the Housing of 
the Working Classes Acts shall be let on 
weekly or other tenancies, or shall be sold 
on the hire purchase system or otherwise, 
provided that this power shall not extenc 
to a control of the rents or purchase instal- 
ments payable; (3) power to order any 
new works to be carried out by the Cor- 
poration and to prohibit the carrying out 
of any works proposed by the City 
Manager; (4) power to decide upon the 
methods by which the supply of water, 
lights and other public services for the city 
are to be provided (but-provided that this 
power shall not extend to the issuing of 
tenders, making of contracts, employing 
or dismissing of officials or workmen, or 
fixing the price of wages). 

The Minister, in his reply, points out 
several reasons, all bound up in the Cork 
City Management Act, 1929, why an order 
cannot give effect to the Council’s present 
proposals, but makes several suggestions, 
which may or may not be acceptable to 
the Council. In reference to paragraph 
one of the resolutions, the Minister thinks 
that a division of the functions would not 
be within his powers, and, even if it were, 
would produce “ confusion in a matter 
where certainty is especially desirable.”’ 
The Minister would agree to the transfer 
to the Council of the power to sell or lease 


the municipal estates, subject to a reserva- 


tion that leases for a term not exceeding 
one year could be made oy the Manager. 
The powers asked for in the remaining 
resolutions cannot, says the Minister, 
legally be transferred under the existing 
sections of the Act. 


ASSISTANT MEDICAL OFFICERS 


CRUX, 


The Cork County Council also has 
entered into a controversy with the 
Minister for Local Government concerning 
the appointment of assistant medical 
officers of health for the county: Some 
time ago the Council decided that a dep.t- 
tation should go to the Minister to discuss 
with him the revision of the public health 
scheme in the county with a view to 
dispensing with the assistant medical 
officers; but the Mirister has replied 
stating that, as the whole organisation «f 
the Public Health Department of the 
county had received careful consideration 
before it was settled on the present basis, 
he does not propose to re-open the matter. 
At present there are two vacancies for 
assistant medical officers, and the 
Minister urges the appointment of two 
officers, and it will rest with the County 
Council to assign to those officers the 
duties of tuberculosis medical officers in 
the districts allocated to them. 

Mr. Corry, a member of the County 
Council, contends that these two officers 
are unnecessary. The first order by the 
Minister was for the appointment 
of a county medical officer. and 
they did that, but now the Minister 
wanted to bind them to the appoint- 
ment of assistant officers as well, 
and they would resent that. If the 
Minister was trying to bluff the Council, 
said Mr. Corry, he could carry on the 
game, but it would not be taken by the 
Council.

HIGH SPEEDS IN THE RAIN. 

By this time various cars were making 
frequent calls at the pits either to rectify 
troubles or to look for troubles that could 
not be diagnosed in running.

THE ALFA-ROMEOS IN FRONT OF THE 
FIELD. 

Still the Alfa-Romeos continued to pile up 
their lead on handicap at the head of the 
field, while Peppe, on the Baby Austin, 
struggled desperately to get in front of them 
on his handicap allowance. With three laps 
to go, however, he was overhauled by 
Nuvolari, and immediately after passing the 
grand stand Campari swept by, to be fol- 
lowed after a short interval by Varzi. With 
two laps still to go, the three Alfa-Romeos 
had assumed the lead of the whole field, 
and the only car that was travelling faster 
than them was Campbell’s Mercedes, which 
was a very long way behind on the handicap 
basis. 

And so 5 hrs. 35 mins. 20 secs. after they 
had started Nuvolari crossed the line a 
magnificent winner, with Campari only 16 
secs. behind, and Varzi. the third member 
of the team, less than 23 mins. in arrear—a 
truly epoch-making performance and a 
niagnificent demonstration of the outstanding 
superiority of the two-litre Alfa-Romeo cars. 
Foppe (Austin), before he completed the full 
course, was passed by Paul, on the Alvis, 
who thus secured fourth place. 

The Alvis undoubtedly proved its mettle, 
and is to be heartily congratulated in 
securing, in addition, sixth and seventh 
places with Purdy and Cushman For an 
entirely new design its performance was 
most notable. The three Talbots ran from 
start to finish of the race without a single 
stop of any description, and eventually 
finished in ninth, twelfth, and thirteenth 
places, their average speeds being all over 66 
miles per hour. They were, incidentally, first, 
second and third finishers in their class. 

‘The fastest finisher in the race was Cap- 
Malcolm Campbell, on the Mercedes. 
who eventually secured tenth place, at an 
average speed of 71.55 m.p.h. Exactly half 
of the thirty-six starters completed the 
course before the roads were thrown open 
to the public. At that time there were still 
three other cars running.

MR. KAYE DON'S NARROW 
ESCAPE, 
From Our SpeciaL REPRESENTATIVE 

Pinned underneath when his car over- 
turned and burst into flames, Mr, Kaye Don, 
the. famous road and track-racing driver, es- 
caped death by a couple of seconds through 
the promptitude Of his mechanic in getting 
help. It was shortly after one o'clock when 
the accident occurred. Mr. Don was then 
placed fifth, on handicap, and was putting 
up a splendid show. 

It was at the bend at Henryville, halfway 
between Ballystockart and Dundonald that 
his car skidded at high speed, hit the kerb, 
and then shot up into the air and overturned, 
As it crashed the engine burst into flames. 

PINNED UNDER CAR. 

Mr. Don was pinned underneath, with the 
steering wheel pressing against his chest. 
Fortunately, his mechanic, C. B. Long, was 
able to extricate himself, and immediately ran 
for help from course stewards. They lifted 
the car and released Mr. Don, who was 
almost suffocated by the smoke and petrol 
fumes. Apparently unharmed he stood up 
and looked at his blazing car. By this time 
the petrol tank had burst into flames, and in 
a few minutes the car was in ruins. The 
medical officer dressed some slight cuts that 
Mr. Don and his mechanic had sustained, 
and they then walked to Dundonald. 

A FRACTURED RIB. 

Mr. Don was suffering pain in his chest, 
and he was again examined by a medical officer, 
who declared that he had fractured a rib, 
probably when he was hit by the steering 
wheel as the car overturned. He was im 
mediately taken to his hotel in Belfast where 
the rib| was set. 


A DANGEROUS POINT.

ACCIDENT TO CAPTAIN 
WAITE, 

Again) this year Ballystockart | roved itself 
to be ene of the most dangerous ; arts of the 
course, for it was at this point that the only 
serious hceidents of the race took place. The 
first aim was Captain A. C.-R. Waite in 
his Baby Austin. At the end of the 
Pre a “SS” bend at Ballystockart the 
road «dips slightly. Captain Waite had 
negotiated the bend safely, but at high speech 
and as Ns car came to the dip it seemed to 
jump aóross the road. it bit the pavement 
at the offside of the road and collided with 
the hedge, from which it rebounded in a 
somersaylt, 

MECHANIC THROWN CLEAR. 

As the car hit the hedee, ‘he mechanic, 
Alfred Dieppe, wes thrown clear into the 
field, but Captain Waite appeared to remain 
in the car as it fell back on to the road on its 
tail,.and snun around twice before it col- 
lapsed upside down on the side cf the road. 
Captain Waite was then seen to be lying 
unconscious in the middle of the road. 

All the while the other cars were racing 
by, and flag marshals gave them frantic 
sienals to go slow. Captain Waite was taken 
off the roed, placed on a stretcher and taken 
to the medical station. 

A BROKEN JAW. 

It was there found that he lad sustainec 
a broken jaw, concussion and a number of 
cuts and bruises. His ‘ather-in-law. Sir 
Herbert Austin, and his wife. Mrs. Weite. 
were summoned from the grand stand, Cap- 
[ain Waite, however. recovered . onsciousness 
after a couple of hours. He was t°ken im- 
meditely to hospital. and was stated yester- 
day to he doing well. 

CAPTAIN BIRKIN’S ILL-LUCK. 

It was shortly before 3.30 o'clock when the 

wheel of (Captain H. R. 8. Birkin’s car came 
off as he was coming through Ballystockart. 
The accident happened with such sudden- 
ness that Captain Birkin was taken by sur- 
prise. As he was accelerating along a fairly 
straight $tretch of road the left front wheel 
of his car came off. The Bentley swung half 
on to the road, as the axle tore through 
the surface and careered broadside on fo 
about thirty yards down the road until it 
collided with a stone wall at the off-side. 
| CAR WRECKED. 
Here again both the driver and mechanic 
had CÉ sa escapes from serious injury; for 
the hnge car hit the wall with terrific force, 
almost completely demolishing it. The car 
was wrecked, but neither Captain Birkin 
nor his mechanic were injured. Having in- 
spected the car, both proceeded to walk 
arount the course to the grand stand in 
order to |witness the finish.

EXPERIENCE FOR BRITISH

Ulster’s Tourist Trophy. 


The Royal Automobile Club’s Tourist 
Trophy Race was won on the Ards Circuit 
last Saturday by Signor Nuvolari, of the 
Alfa-Romeo team. Signor Campari, of 
tire team, was second, and yet 
another Alfa-Romeo driver was third. It 
was a fine race, and it would have been 
still finer but for the regrettable fact that 
Herr Caracciola, who won last year’s race 
in Belfast and this year’s Grand Prix in 
Dublin, was disqualified, because his 
Mercédés car failed to comply with official 
regulations. In the event the race resolved 
itself into a competition between the Alfa- 
Romeos on the one hand and the Alvises 
and “ Baby ” Austins on the other. Italy’s 
complete triumph was well deserved. The 
race, from the Italian point of view, had 
a personal aspect; for the two “crack ” 
drivers, Signori Campari and Nuvolari, 
had obtained an equal number of points 
for the racing championship of Italy, and, 
if either of them should win Saturday’s 
race, he would be certain of the honour. 
In consequence of a telegram from the 
Secretary of the Fascist Party, the 
Italian drivers drew lots to decide which 
of them should do the pace-making and 
which should try to win the race. Signor 
Campari might have won it if he had not 
lost. some valuable time in consequence of 
his failure to obey the driving rules at 
Comber. Thereafter his driving was 
magnificent, but, although he gained 
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appeared, 


considerably on his team mate, the latter 
won by fourteen seconds. The race was a 
success Írom every point of view. “The 
enormous number of visitors to Belfast 
illustrated its value to the country as an 
attraction for tourists, and we may hope 
that the efforts to persuade the Royal 
Automobile Club to hold next year’s race 
in the Isle of Man will not succeed. Every- 
body must sympathise with Mr, Birkin, 
whose ill fortune has been a feature of 
this year’s racing. 


H.M.S. Codrington. 


There seems to be no limit to the in- 
creasing rate of speed at which men can 
move from one place to another. Hitherto 
progress on the sea has been comparatively 
slow, for obvious reasons, and the old 
Mauretania held the Atlantic “ record ” 
for more than twenty years until. the two 
German steamers—Bremen and Europa— 
took it from her this year. Now we learn 
that the British Navy has acquired a ship 
that could give either of the German vessels 
a start of ten knots, and beat it. This is 
H.M.S. Codrington, named after the 
man who commanded Orion at Trafalgar, 
and during its trials it reached the 
remarkable speed of forty knots. For six 
hours on end a mean rate of thirty-eight 
knots was inaintained, and there is no 
doubt that even higher speeds could be 
achieved. Apart from so-called ‘‘ speed '' 
boats, which have hardly any commercial 
value, no sea-going craft ever has moved 
so quickly. The rate of Codrington's 
speed represents a distance of about one 
thousand land miles a day, and, if the 
engines could be adapted to merchant uses, 
the sea trip fron Englana to New York 
could be almost halved. The builders of 
this ship are the same people who built 
the Mauretania, We admit that this craze 
for speed does not appeal to us, but we are 
living in a commercial age, and the nation 
that negl-cts to keep abreast of its neigh- 
bours will go to the wall. We may hear 
one of these days that the United States 
Navy has a ship that can ‘‘ make rings 
round” H.M.S. Codrington. In _ the 
meanwhile, however, the Royal Navy 
holds the lead, and we hope that it will 
be kept.

AS THICK AS BLACKBERRIES. 


Everything went like clockwork. There 
was no fuss. A horde of officials worked 
quietly and -efficiently, and everything 
nossible was done to cater for the comfort 
and safety of the enormous crowd that 
saw the race. I have no idea how many 
people were there, but I never thought. 
that .there were so many people in 
lveland. The hedgerows were studded 
with human heads as thick as black- 
berries, Every hillside around the 
thirteen mile odd circuit was dense with 
Spectators, and the motor parks, large as

If you want to visit one or 
other of the corners, you must be a bit 
of a steeplechaser, and on a wet day, as 
Saturday was—and I am coming to that 
part of it in good time—discretion in such 
matters decidedly is the better part ol 
valour. 


IN FIELD BOOTS. 

One newspaper man, a member of a 
tribe that notoriously is improvident, 
decided on Saturday morning that he 
would take no risks; so he purchased a 
large pair of brown field boots in Belfast. 
When he got to the course he discovered 
that they would not fit him; so he hung 
them up in a prominent position in the 
grand stand, and tried in vain to auction 
them. As the nearest bid would have 
given him only two shillings profit on the 
transaction he brought the boots back un- 
used. Incidentally, he did not bring them 
through the Customs. 

Everybody who was anybody was on the 
grand stand; and then some. Having 
paid thirty-five shillings for their seats, 
the Northerners did not spend their time 
trudging through mud and slush—of 
which there was plenty—but stuck to their 
seats like grim death, with the result that 
the stand was full from start to finish. In 
Dublin. the stand was almost empty, 
because the people preferred to see the fun 
at the Gough and Mountjoy corners. One 
little detail struck me forcibly. Over the 
scoring board the R.A.C. flew the flags of 
all the countries that were represented 
either by cars or by drivers in the race, 
and although the Irish Free State had no 
representative the tricolour was given a 
place of honour. It was a graceful little 
compliment of a kind that is rare in these 
days. 


AUSTRALIA WINS THE BOAT RACE. 

[ have said that Í did not think there 
were so many people in Ireland as I saw 
along the course on Saturday. 1 did not 
think there were so many people in the 
world as I saw on the way back to Belfast 
after the race. A friendly policeman 
allowed myself and two companions to 
start the homeward journey to the city on 
foot some little time before the course was 
declared officially to be open. We hurried 
along the footpath what time a few 
straggling cars snorted their exhausted 
way back towards the pits. “ Who won 
the boat race?’’ shouted an urchin who 
was perched in the centre of a thorny 
hedge, and did not yet know the result. 
"“ Australia,” came the instant reply from 
a quick-witted youth across the road. 
Belfast is not without its sense of fun after 
a. 

As. we tramped along that road we were 
speculating’ on our chance of reaching 
Dundonald Tramway Terminus before 
the crowd was allowed to join us. We 
were told that the distance from the grand 
stand to the trams was “ about a mile”; 
so it was, but much more ‘‘ about ” than 
a mile.” When we had got about half- 
the word “go” was given to the 
crowd, and then came such a crush- 
ing and jostling as I have not ex- 
perienced for many a long day. Within 
twenty seconds the long stretch of road 
ahead of us, which had been completely 
empty, was a struggling mass of serried 
humanity. Every by-path poured forth its 
hundreds of thronging people. Every field 
disgorged masses of all sorts and con- 
ditions of men, all with a single thought— 
to get back to Belfast as quickly and as 
directly as possible, 


200 PACKED TRAMS. 


There must have been. a couple of 
hundred trams waiting at Dundonald. 
Every one of them was packed in five 
minutes, and their filling did not seem to 
make the slightest difference to the density 
of the mob that was standing on my 
already tortured toes, digging its elbows 
individually and severally into my con- 
tused ribs, and depositing me into every 
puddle on that weary roau. There was no 
hope of a seat, or even of foot-room on a 
tram; so my companions and I were 
rejoiced in our hearts when we espied an 
outside car waiting in diminishing 
expectation for a fare to the city. The 
jarveys terms were outrageous; but we 
closed with him at once lest worse should 
befall; and it did. The Belfast police do 
not seem to like outside cars. That pro- 
bably is why they insisted that, instead of 
bowling merrily along the Newtownards 
road to the city, we should take a devious 
route which brought us eventually into 
the Ormeau road. 

We had gone about a hundred yards 
along our route of some five miles when 
that cloud burst. Now, Belfast has many 
faults ; but it can give Dublin points and a 
beating in one respect. When a cloud 
bursts there it certainly does burst. In 
ten seconds the jarvey and his three 
passengers were soaked to the skin. That 
is what I meant when I said that we came 
home by long sea. I have seen some 
pretty good rain. $I have been in a 
I have experi- 
enced a Scotch mist; I even have spent a 
summer holiday in Connemara; but Bel- 
fast beats them all to a frazzle. The rain 
on Saturday afternoon had a penetrating 
quality that*defies comparison. Were you 
at the famous football match against Scot- 
land at Lansdowne road? Well, multiply 
that by the square root of x to the nth 
power and you will begin to appreciate 
the strength of the Belfast cloud burst. 


i SWATHED IN NEWSPAPERS, 

_ We arrived at the Northern Station 
in such a condition that the prospect 
of a three-hour run to Dublin was appal- 
ling. Personally, I bought half-a-dozen 
copies of a well-known Belfast evening 
newspaper in which I swathed myself 
intimately; so, if its proprietor dis- 
covers that his circulation figures are 
abnormally high this month, he will know 
whom he has to thank for it. While I 
was on that outside car I envied those 
whom I had left behind in the seething 
mob at Dundonald corner. They had, at 
least, one consolation—only the tops of 
their heads could get wet, while I 
achieved the distinction of becoming 
drenched, even unto the uttermost square 
centimetre of my anatomy. 


P.S. 


I had almost forgotten to mention that 
all. this ‘took place in an effort to watch 
a motor race. The race was won by 
Italians. Nuvolari was first, Campari 
second, Varzi third, and the rest were 
nowhere. Campari might have won if he 
had not had a slight difference of opinion 
with the Caley about his driving. 
They “ flagged ” him into the pits, and 
the consequent delay cost him about half 
a minute. Somebody told me that the

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ENGAGED COUPLE 
LOST IN CREVASSE. 
ft es 
TRAGEDY OF BROKEN 
ROPE. 
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From Revutecr’s CoRkESPONDENT. 
AROLLA, Sunday. 

Mr. Vincent O'Connor, aged twenty-five 
years, a junior classical master at Eton, 
and. his fiancée, Miss Mary Irving, aged 
nineteen years, daughter of Mr. H. L. G. 
Irving, a master of Winchester College 
and a well-known Alpinist, lost their lives 
in an accident in the Swiss Alps on Satur- 
day. They were members of a party of 
eight who started from Arolla (Canton of 
Vallais), under the leadership of Mr. R. 
L. G. Irving, to climb the Pointe de 
l’Eveque, a peak 11,700 feet high. They 
were approaching the summit when the 
rope which linked them together broke, 
and Miss Irving and Mr. O'Connor fell 
down a deep crevasse. The other members 
of the party tried, but failed, to rescue 
the young couple. Mr, O’Connor and Miss 
Irving had become betrothed on this very 
mountain a week ago. 


THE ASCENT. 

Mr. R. L. G. Irving, father of Miss 
Mary Irving, said that the party, con- 
sisting of himself, his sons, Mr. F. G 
Irving and Mr. R. A. Irving, and his 
daughter, Miss Mary Irving; Mr. G. E. 
H. Palmer, Miss Palmer, Mr. J. C. Hurst 
and Mr. O'Connor, left their hotel at 
four o'clock in the morning. They pro- 
eeeded by the Arolla glacier, and the 
foot of the south-west ridge of the Pointe 
de I'Evegue was reached at ten o'clock. 
The party then split up into two. Miss 
Palmer, his two sons and himself formed 
the first party, and the second was under 
the leadership of Mr. O'Connor. Step- 
cutting was necessary on the first part of 
the ridge, but afterwards easy rocks were 
scaled until they reached the projecting 
portion of the ridge. An attempt to climb 
the edge of the crest overhanging the 
southern face was unsuccessful. A way 
was found up the rocks on the south side, 
which, although steep, made excellent 
going. 
~ Mr. Irving and his party arrived on the 
summit at 1.30. . The second team made a 
long halt at the foot of the rock, in order 
to avoid the danger of falling stones. They 
gained the summit at 2.25. Mr. 0 Connor, 
who was 26 years of age, had had some 
experience as a climber in the Alps, in 
Corsica, and in Wales. All the party 
were in high spirits. They wished to 
descend by a snow slope on the north-east. 
There was a short ridge, covered with ice, 
several inches thick, but it contained old 
steps which Mr. Irving improyed. The 
snow on the north face was deep enough 
for him to bury his ice-axe up to half its 
length. 


HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 

Mr. Irving said that all eight members 
of the party were roped together, so that 
it would be possible to reach firm ground 
before the last person had left the summit 
of the rock. They descended in the follow- 
ing order: Mr. HR. L. G. Irving, Mr. R. A. 
Irving, Miss Palmer, Mr. F. G. Irving, 


Mr. O'Connor. Mr. Irving reached the 
col with Mr. R. A. Irving and Miss 
Palmer. His son, Francis, was still on 
the crest, where two or three steps in the 
snow wall separated him from them. 
Nobody saw the first movement that caused 
the accident. Mr. Hurst suddenly saw 
Mr. O’Connor slipping behind him on the 
north-west wall, followed by Miss Irving. 
The rope between Miss Irving and’ Mr. 
Hurst broke. It was an alpine rope, which 
was less: than a year old, and was firmly 
belayed to the rock. | 

Mr. O'Connor and Miss Irving fell on to 
the terrible rocks on the north-west face. 
The red blood stains made by their bodies 
on the first snow slope left no doubt as to 
their fate. 

Mr. Hurst, Mr. Palmer and Mr. Francis 
Irving rejoined the other members of the 
party on the col. They descended by the 
north-west face, and arrived on the almost 
flat glacier at about 5 p.m. Mr. Irving’s 
two sons and Miss Palmer continued on 
to Arolla by the Col de Vignettes. 


NO TRACE OF THE BODIES. 

Mr. Irving, Mr. Palmer and Mr. Hurst 
turned to the left, and made their way to 
the foot of the precipice of the Pointe de 
l’Eveque to see if they could find any trace 
of Miss Irving and Mr.: O'Connor. When 
they reached the bottom of the summit 
they saw traces of blood on the wall of the 
rock made by the falling bodies. There 
was a drop of 1,600 feet, and Mr. Irving 
expressed the opinion that the ice chasm 
was so deep that any effort to find the 
bodies would be extremely difficult. He 
expressed a hope “ that no researches 
will be made to disturb the tomb of these 
two young people.’’

DESCENDANTS OF EARLY 
BRITISH SETTLERS.

lifty descendants of the three earliest 
settlers in the State—Harriett Hobbs and 
John and Thomas Rose—met at Parra- 
matta recently, and decided to subscribe 
£35,000 :» enable representatives to pro- 
ceed to England and lay claim to two 
fortunes, known as the Rose and Hobbs 
millions, which are said to be worth 
£25,000,000 and £8,000,000 respectively. 
The claimants state that the Roses’ 
mother was a Lady-in-Waiting to Queen 
Charlotte, and that John Rose was a 
natural son of George III. They allege 
that George III. left extensive property 
in variou’ English counties in trust for 
John Rose. The leader of the claimants

BRITISH PIG 
INDUSTRY. 


THREATENED BY 
BACON IMPORTS. 


CALL FOR A MEASURE OF 
CONTROL. 


i 


The Pig Industry Council, in their third 
report to the British Minister of Agri- 
culture, issued on Saturday night, 
insist upon the ‘‘ imperative need for some 
emphassse the ‘‘ imperative need for some 
measure of control, regulation or restric- 
tion of imports of bacon.”’ | 

“In the absence of such measure the 
production of bacon pigs, no matter how 
highly .organised or efficient, can only 
remain uncertain, and, as a result, the 
country will be faced with the virtual 
elimination of its home bacon trade. 


FLOODING THE MARKET. 

“Attention to all the advice the Council 
might be able to offer would afford no 
reasonable security that after working for 
a year to breed and fatten a litter of pigs 
the farmer would not have to suffer a sub- 
stantial luss on his output owing to the 
flooding of the English market with im- 
ported bacon. 

“The Council views with great alarm 
the position of the industry. Owing to 
the Jack of reasonable ‘security and to 
economic conditions killings of English 
Bacon pigs in thirteen representative 
factories during the first four months of 
1924. 1925 and 1926 averaged only 46.5 
per cent. of capacity. In the same period 
in 1927, 1928 and 1929 this figure de- 
creased to 32.1 per cent. Taking the figures 
for the whole vear in 1924, 1925 and 1926, 
the average killings used only 52.2 percent. 
of capacity, and in 1927, 1928 and 1929 
only 41.3 per cent. of the capacity of the 
same factories. 

‘* Under these conditions no factory can 
be run economically, and this reacts to 
the disadvantage of the producer and con- 
sumer alike.’’ 


THE HOME BACON TRADE. 

Though these figures showed a greatly 
decreased production of English bacon, 
consumption had increased, the report 
added, and had been met by adequate 
supplies of imported bacon. ' These sup- 
plies of foreign bacon were almost. certain 
to be increased. 

For many years the lack of continuous 
supplies of pigs to English baeon factories 
Each winter saw the ulk 
of available pigs slaught.:cd fer the fresh 
pork market, with the result that during 
the early months of each «year it was 
possible to secure only a small number of 
pigs for the home bacon trade 

The consequence was that the bulk of 
the trade went to Continental competitors, 
who, having in this country a free and 
valuable. market, with practically no 
English competition, seized the oppor- 
tunity further to extend their trade here. 


THE ONLY SOLUTION. 

“ The foreigner is increasing his hold 
upon the bacon trade in this country. In 
selling bacon a market can be created only 
by service. The measure of the sale for 
English bacon must always depend on 
regularity of output.

‘The Council can see only one solution 
—the ensuring that the pig producer is 
not, from time to time, placed at the mercy 
of foreign competitors and compelled to 
market his bacon pigs at a serious loss. 

‘‘This involves action by the Govern- 
ment to regulate and control the import 
of foreign bacon and pig products pro- 
duced under economic conditions which 
have no counterpart in this country. 

‘The Council is of opinion that the 
measures now being urged on the Minister 
will not be to the detriment of the con- 
sumer, and that they are absolutely essen- 
tial not only to the expansion of pig pro- 
duction, but even to its continued 
existence as an important section of the 
agricultural industry.’’ 


MINISTRY AND IMPORTS. 

The Markets Division of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, in a note on the report, state 
that the restriction of imports is contrary 
to the terms of the Geneva Convention and 
to our Treaty obligations. In any event, 
while it is possible that under a restriction 
scheme bacon factories might have bigger 
supplies of bacon to offer, there is no 
reason to believe that they would have less 
irregular supplies unless some steps were 
taken to counteract the tendency to 
fluctuation in the pig population, to which 
the pig industry is universally prone. 

‘In the Minister’s view, organisation 
of the industry is, therefore, the first 
necessity, whether or not restriction of 1m- 
ports or a system of bulk purchase is 
within the bounds of practical politics. 
The Minister believes that substantial im- 
provements can, in fact, be effected in the 
pig industry as it exists to-day, and that, 
as was suggested by the Council in its 
second interim report, economies can be 
achieved in production, marketing and 
manufacture.’’ 

Further suggestions by the Council on 
this question will, therefore, be welcomed 
by the Minister, who is warmly apprecia- 
tive of the valuable work towards this 
objective which the Council has already 
accomplished. 


MISS B. NUTHALL’S 
SUCCESS IN AMERICA 
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Miss Betty Nuthall, who, as Reuter 
reports, won the United States champion- 
ship yesterday at RKorest Hills, California, 
by defeating Mrs. L. A. Harper, has 
achieved at 19 years of age what most 
players go through a lifetime without 
accomplishing. 

While admitting that the absence of 
Mrs. Wills-Moody gave the English girl 
practically a clear field, her progress to 
the championship of the United States of 
America has been marked by splendid 
lawn tennis and decisive victories. This 
win at Forest Hills is a conclusive answer 
to those critics who have suggested that 
she would never fulfil the promise of her 
early career, 

Born on May 23, 1911, Miss Nuthall 
first came into proniinence by winning the 
junior championship of Great Britain in 
1924.

When barely 
fifteen she won with Miss Gwen Sterry, 
the British Hard Court Doubles champion- 
ship, and in the same year she got into 
the final of Midlands Ladies’ Doubles 
championship. 

Thereafter, Betty Nuthall won innumer- 
able tournaments. She won the British 
Hard Courts Singles championship at 
Bournemouth in 1927, and in the same 
year was beaten in the American 
Championship Singles by Mrs. Helen 
Wills-Moody in two sets. Last year Miss 
Nuthall was defeated by Mrs.» Moody in 
the championship at Forest Hills by 8-6, 
8-6, after a great match.

ROME, Sunday. 

At 5.27 to-morrow morning Signor 
Mussolini will start the first of fifty-three 
competitors in the air race round Italy. 
To-morrow’'s lap will be from the Monte- 
cello air port to Rimini, a distance of 
1,100 kilometres.. The second lap will be 
from Rimini to Venice, 888 kilometres ; 
the third from Venice to Turin, 684 kilo- 
metres ; and the fourth and final lap will 
be from Turin to Rome, 726 kilometres. 
The results. will depend both upon speed 
and technique, and prizes to the total 
value of £7,500 will be awarded. The 
contest is of special interest to Great 
Britain, as one of the competitors is Miss 
Winifred Spooner, who gained fourth place 
in the recent race round Europe. 

The competitors will start at intervals 
of a few minutes, according to handicap, 
and the last will leave at 5.55 a.m., or 
twenty-six minutes after the first. 

The first competitor will be the German, 
Lusser, piloting a Klemm ‘plane, followed 
at one-minute interval by Signorina Fuma- 
galli, who is Miss Spooner’s only woman 
rival, and will pilot a Romeo ’plane. Miss 
Spooner will be number eighteen to start, 
and will leave eighteen minutes after the 
first airman. She has been somewhat un- 
lucky in the preliminary trials, being 
penalised, first because her ‘plane did not 
reach as high an altitude as some others ; 
secondly, because she took off badly, re. 
quiring two hundred metres to do so, while 
many others did it in under one hundred ; 
and, thirdly, because her ’plane does not 
carry a parachute. : 


WOMEN RIVALS. 

The greatest interest, however, will be 
aroused by the cvntest between Miss 
Spooner and Signorina Fumagalli, the 
only other woman in the racs, and for this 
Miss Spooner is. excellently placed, 
because, although she starts seventeen 
minutes after her rival, she has consider- 
ably the faster ‘plane, which should 
enable her easily to make up the distance. 
Signorina Fumagalli’s 'plane is capable of 
a speed of 170 to 175 kilometres an hour, 
while Miss. Spooner’s is credited with a 
speed of»190 to 195 kilometres an hour, 
which more than makes up for the seven- 
teen minutes’ handicap. Betweén Rome 
and Rimini, however, there are seven aero- 
dromes, where all competitors must land. 
Therefore, the skill of the pilots repre- 
sents a considerable element of uncer- 
tainty, which may upset all forecasts 
based purely on the speed of the machines : 
a few minutes lost or gained at each land- 
ing may decide the result of the race. 


FIAT VERSUS BREDA. 

I rom the Italian point of view the race 
will resolve itself into one between Breda 
and Fiat machines. The first Breda, 
capable of a speed of 210 kilometres an 
hour; will start fourth, seven minutes after 
the first machine (a German). It will be 
followed at a three minutes’ interval by 
the first Fiat, which is capable of a speed 
of 195 kilometres an hour. These two 
machines are faster than any other 
Italians. They should easily overtake the 
Italian machines which started first. and 
should maintain their lead over the others 
which start later. 

An unknown quantity, however, is 
represented by Miss Spooner, the speed. of 
whose machine is not exactly known here, 
and by the Germans, who are also flying 
machines the characteristics of which are 
unknown. 


CHARACTER OF THE LAPS. 

The first lap of the race is the easiest, 
as it is almost all over flat country along 
the coasts. Between Naples and Bari, how- 
ever, the competitors must fly one hundred 
kilometres over the Appenines, passing 
over the scene of the recent earthquake. 
In the following laps the course will be 
very much more difheult, dodging in and 
out of the Appenines to land on fields lost 
in the heart of the mountains. Whereas, 
therefore, the first lap will be decided 
almost entirely by speed, the other laps 
will depend to a larger extent on the skill 
of the pilots. The results of the first lap, 
mmm. may easily be reversed in later 
aps. 


GERMAN AIRMAN’S

_ Lhe Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article:—In ‘spite of the victory of 
Marshal ;Chiang Kai-shek's troops over 
the forces of the model: Tuchun and the 
recapture by the Nanking Government of 
Tésinanfu, the capital of Shantung, there 
is no indication that the Northern armies 
consider themselves defeated, or that their 
leaders are yet disposed to sue for peace. 
Feng Yu-Hsiang,* indeed, recently pro- 
claimed that he had made important 
gains. in a counter-offensive against the 
centre of the Nanking armies. Nanking 
retorts that his attack* have been 
repulsed with the “heavy losses ”’ 
recorded as a matter of course in military 
bulletins, and that:he is preparsts to 
retire’ to the north-west, ut this 
encouraging view of the situation may bé 
coloured by the desire to raise a new loan 
at Shanghai. The peculiar conditions in 
Which civil war is waged in China rather 
suggest that fighting will continue inde- 
cisively till winter makes camrpaigning 
impossible. FS ee 

There is no evidence that the Central 
Government is yet in a position either to 
lay hands on the threads of the revolu- 
tionary organisation, which lead, to. Soviet. 
Russia through the treaty ports, or to 
allay the furious discontent. of the 
peasantry by timely reforms, Its energies 
and its finances are absorbed in the main- 
tenance of a large army and the conduct of 
acivil war. It belatedly bestirs itself when 
(‘thangsha is sacked or Hankow threatened, 
but it has been unable to prevent the 
rebels from over-running!wide regions, even 
in the metropolitan provinces of Anhwei, 
Hunan and Kiangsi, and is all but power- 
less in Fukien and the greater part of 
Southern China; i ' 


SAVING NANKING’S FACE. 

In all these provinces foreigners risk 
being killed or kidnapped and held to 
ransom, not only when they are travelling 
from place to place on their lawful ocea- 
sions, but also when they are residing in 
country towns under the nominal protec- 
tion of the authorities. Yet, if foreign 
gunboats intervene .to protect them, 
Nanking is apparently shocked by this 
breach of etiquette. Its “ face ” must be 
saved, but observers of Chinese affairs are 
tempted to wonder whether “ face-saving’’ 
is not as much an obsession with the 
Chinese Nationalists as it was in the days 
of the Manchu Dynasty, and whether the 
negotiations now on foot for the modifica- 
tion—which means the diminution—of the 
extra-territorial rights of” foreigners’ in 
China’ serve any practical purpose at 
present. 

Agreements, and especially agreemnts 
‘in principle,”’ are, no doubt. attainable, 
and may conceivably enable the Nanking 
Government to pacify some of its domestic 
critics. But such agreements will not 
make the Chinese authorities in the in- 
terior one whit more capable of giving 
constant and trustworthy protection to 
foreigners, who will hope that their opera- 
tion may be deferred as long as they are 
in contradiction with the cruel facts of 
widspread insecurity and endemic civil 
war.

Niemeyer’s analysis of the Australian 
situation has caused a profound impres- 
sion. His ‘‘ ungarnished references”’ to 
the standaed of living, costs of production. 
and basic principles of wage fixation have 
brought up everybody with a jolt. 


MELBOURNE SATISFIED. 


Business men and industrialists continue 
to express unanimous gratification at the 
conclusions reached at the conference of 
Commonwealth and State Ministers and 
at Sir Otto Niemeyer’s speech, says a 
Melbourne message dated Saturday. The 
opinion everywhere is that the resolutions 
mark a definite step forward in Australia’s 
rehabilitation.

On the Lunghai Railway and the 
Peking-Hankow Railway fronts it is stated 
that the Government forces have repulsed 
numerous attacks by the Kuominchun, 
and that Feng Yu-hsiang is preparing to 
withdraw into Shensi. One million dollar's 
(£100,000) has been offered as a reward 
to the first Government unit which enters 
Loyang or Chengchow. 

These encouraging reports of the situa- 
tion, which are probably not unconnected 
with the attempt to float the new loan in 
Shanghai, are not confirmed from inde- 
pendent sources, and, though the Shansi 
forces lost heavily during the retreat 
owing to lack of co-operation, and possibly 
to treachery, Feng’s position on .the 
Lunghai Railway is believed to be un- 
changed. 3

J. Martin. the British ‘Consul! at Foochow, 
is still at Kienning attempting to secure 
their release by means of negotiations. 
The bandits are dem»nding a ransom of 


£5,000.

MALTESE PILGRIMS 
AT THE VATICAN. 
THE. POPE AND THE 

BISHOPS.

VATICAN CITY, Saturday. 

The Pope to-day received two hundred 
Maltese pilgrims, who are on their way to 
Lourdes. They carried a flag in the Maltese 
colours, bearing the inscription: ‘‘ Religion 
and country.” The pilgrims, who repeatedly 
and warmly cheered the Holy Father, were 
introduced by the Bishop of Gozo. They 
included many prominent ecclesiastics and 
laymen. 

The Pope delivered an address, in which 
he told the pilgrims that the supreme grace 
which they must ask of the Holy Virgin in 
Lourdes was to stay always with the Divine 
Saviour. To stay with Jesus meant 
to stay with the Fope, because that 
was a necessary condition. The 
Pope was the rope that Jesus threw to the 
world in order that everyone might stay 
with him. ‘To be with the Pope,’ he con- 
tinued, “it is necessary to be with the 
Cishops. There are some who believe that 
this is something new, but it is among the 
oldest things. It is the very essence of the 
Church. The martyr, Ignatius, who had 
known and spoken to the Apostles, never tires 
of saying ‘ nething without the Bishops.’ ” 

FALSE PROPHETS. 

The pilgrims, continued the Pope, had 
given every” indication of practising this 
maxim, so no further words were necessary ; 
but, nevertheless, he wished to warn them, 
for Christ Himself constantly warned the dis- 
eipiles to distrust false prophets. Their 
therefore. should be, “ With Jesus 
with the Vicar of Christ, with the 
Bisiops. Beware, false prophets.” Continuing, 
the Pope warned-the pilgrims 4o beware 
especially of false prophets who wrote; be- 
cause those who only spoke could be more 
easily avoided. Those who wrote, on the 
other hand, persecuted one everywhere. 
There were many good books, but there were 
also many bad books, which did great harm. 
To sell one’s pen was like selling one’s 
thoughts, one’s intelligence. 
_ The Pope’s address, which was frequently 
interrupted by applause, received a great 
ovation at its conclusion. He imparted to 
the pilgrims his Avostolic Benediction.

P. Higgins, P.P., Shannonbridge, presiding, 
résolutions were adopted asking for the pro- 
hibition of oats imports, a stiff tariff on 
foreign malting barley and malt, a tariff on 
bacon, beef and mutton imports, and the 
legible marking of general imports with the 
name of country of origin; the prohibition 
of imports of milk products; if Irish flour 
millers are agreeable to use of Irish grown 
wheat, to give support to the admission of 
foreign milled flour to the country only under 
licence. 

BACK TO THE TUNING FORK. 

FERMANAGH schools are not to be pro- 
vided with pianos for the teaching of sing- 
ing. ‘This is the decision of the Fermanagh 
education authority. When the question was 
being discussed Mr. Costello, a retired school 
teacher, advocated the use of a tuning fork. 
‘‘4 piano goes out of tune,” he said, “and 
then it is no use for striking a correct note. 
A tuning fork never Íails Mr. Hermon 
supported Mr. Costello, but the Earl of 
Belmore said that in the present case the 
piano was promised, and they were breaking 
their word. The committee decided not to 
provide a piano for any public elementary 
school in future. 

CORK DROWNING MYSTERY. 

A verdict that “death was due from 
drowning, and that there was no evidence to 
show how the deceased woman had got into 
the river,” was returned at an inquest held 
vat CORK on Saturday on the body of Miss 
Mary Healy (42), of Ballinafana, Fermoy, 
which had been found floating in the river 
Lee ón the previous day. A brother of the 
deceased woman stated that he had not seen 
his sister since August 14, when she told him 
that she was going to Confession in a church 
at Fermoy. A doctor stated that there were 
no marks of violence on the body, and that 
in his opinion the-woman was alive when she 
entered the wátef. Inquiries made at rail- 
way and ‘bus companies’ offices had failed to 
show how the woman had arrived in Cork. 


PRESERVATION OF GAME. 

A representative meeting of farmers, 
occupiers of land, coursing men and holders 
of gun licences was held in the Courthouse, 
KILKENNY, for the purpose of considering 
what steps could be taken to ensure that the 
I’reservation of Game Act, 1930, should be en- 
forced in the county, with a view to making 
it a benefit to all concerned.

On the motion of the chairman, seconded by 
Mr. J. W. Buggy, solicitor to the Irish 
Coursing Club; it was decided to invite all 
persons interested either as owners or 
cccupiers of lands, the secretaries of coursing 
clubs and holders of game licences to a meet- 


ing in Kilkenny on Saturday, August 30th.

Stanléy’s absence called for a re- 
arrangement in the Leinster attack; Loughlin, too, 
was off, and Paul Doyle found it necessary to play 
ut midfield. This new formation. pever settied down 
and was mastered from start to finish by 
Monaghan ' s grand back line. Heavy showers fell 
soon after the opening, and Monaghan handled the 
_wet ball with fine precision, leading by 4 points 
to 2 at half-time.
